THE A L I E N TAX LAW 
AND HOW IT IS IGNORED. 


Thu financial statemon. of tho condi- 


tion <>t Dunbar borough school district 
show^ that Tax Collector Keiwln turn- 
«d over *556 for alion taxes for the 
year* 1903, 1904 and 1005. 


Th-jse taxes were collected under the 


Act of 1897, which requires employers 
of aliens, upon wrlftcn notJoo from the 
Tax Collector of tho county or dls 
trict to cloduct all assessed taxes from 
the wages of such aliens within sixty 
days am! turn thent over to the col- 
lector. 


This act was never generally ob- 


served, betng thought to be unconsti- 
tutional and void. A note !n tho Pep- 
per and Lewis Uiw digest says, "This 
, act Is almost without-, doubt unconsti- 
tutional/,' 
, 


Tne Tax Collector of Dtmbar bor- 


ough, however, took advantage of the 
doubt and gave tho notice, and the 
emi'loyers of alien l.ifoor there collect- 
ed ihe tax and paid It over, no doubt 
thinking that it was not their business 
to lest the constitutionally of the en- 
•actuient. 


So far as we arc Informed nobody 


has ever taken the trouble to tost the 
vahdity of the act. though tt \v,is clear- 
ly ,he duty of the borough and town- 
ship authorities to levy the taxes and 
to bring suit against employers who 
refused to make collections as required 
by the law. 


H seems, however, to have been a 


ca*e wherein the Invalidity of tho act 
•was generally admitted.

Auditors should caroCully scrut- 


inizo ail accounts and require proper 
vouchers for alt expenditures. 


In case of doubt, legal advice should
